Casein Imports Limited 


Import regulations the Department 
Agriculture issued under section 104 
the defense production act, were modi- 
fied last week Secretary Agriculture 
Charles Brannan drop controls over 
certain flaxseed imports, and decrease 
the amount casein that may come into 
the country.

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Sulfur Dichloride Vapor 
Aids Paint, Ink Drying 


Development unusual method for dry- 
ing coatings ink, paint, varnish with 
sulfur dichloride vapors was reported recently.

Ethyl Alcohol Helps Speed 
New Corn Syrup Analysis 


new procedure for separating dextrose, 
maltose, and dextrin fractions 
syrup, developed recently government 
laboratory, said yield more accurate re- 
sults and cut time required for the analysis 
hours. Apparatus required consists 
glass column filled with equal weights 
carbon adsorbent and diatomaceous earth 
filler. The top the tube coupled 
nitrogen source that pounds pres- 
sure can applied increase the liquid 
flow rate.

The steel strike walkout utter disregard 
the needs the nation and its people. The throttling 
hold that disregard daily becomes more jeopardiz- 
ing the national defense and the national economic 
welfare. Why the congress provided remedy? 
Oh, yes; there law—it hasn't cured anything yet— 
but there adequate provision for its application. 
Theorists can prate endlessly about government 
law not man; but there never yet has been law 
that did any governing otherwise than imple- 
ment for the man. today’s impera- 
tive need for some real governing, there are not 
enough too many men—depending how 
you look it, and too much law—or not enough law, 
under the same condition. There serious need for 
simple, direct law that will not permit the national 
life jeopardized, yes, damaged, the unwilling- 
ness small groups persons accept the basic 
political American philosophy full freedom choice. 
There behind all, serious need for men, first, who 
will provide such law and, second, who will make 
full and proper use it. 

Under the existing law, either nothing, almost 
everything, can done—again depending how 
you look it. Primarily, the steel strike cannot 
stopped. But, the National Labor Relations Board, 
which already had taken over the mess left the 
Wage Stabilization Board, has begun probe 
alleged banning statutory bargaining the in- 
management. has also, under the same law, 
ruled that employer cannot close his plant against 
workmen who refuse close bargain other than 
their own terms.

But, well known, government spenders 
are not greatly inclined take the word anybody 
else anything which they can devote their time 
and money. Work has been done all over the world 
all aspects the conversion seawater into useful 
materials. The determining costs the practicable 
application the data therefrom could done 
private industry and educational institutions for rela- 
tively small part the cost governmental experimen- 
tation that direction. The work the government 
the practicable production liquid fuel from coal has 
not added the previously available information any- 
thing approaching the cost the constructing and op- 
erating plants. The seawater project does afford op- 
portunity for financial assistance private research. 
That, quite obviously, could much the best way 
make use the supporting fund. Whether would 
would depend, all such essayings coopera- 
tion, number things—not all which would 
originate the governmental side. 

There unnecessary aspect the project. 
the study methods marketing the materials re- 
moved from seawater make them usable. the case 
the more important such materials—aside from 
bromine and magnesium, now regular articles com- 
merce—more already known about their marketing 
than can utilized the available supplies thereof. 
That particularly true sulphur compounds and 
chlorine, both which are prominent among the con- 
stituents the solids seawater. the recovery 
side, there much done the direction com- 
mercially satisfactory process for either sulphur 
chlorine—and the development such process cer- 
tainly would pay.

The loss steel production and 
cokeoven recovery operations have not 
helped the situation for the degree ma- 
terial. Naphthalene, yet, seems 
unaffected the strike. There has been 
little consumer reaction any the 
other coal chemicals, other than the 
light oils. The cresols, cresylic and 
phenol have not seen any increases de- 
mand result the steel controversy. 

the light oils, benzol producers re- 

ported that consumer anxiety over sup- 
ply was mounting. The smaller and me- 
dium-sized consumers were running out 
stocks. Consumers toluol and xylol 
appeared little better off than was 
the case with benzol. This was ex- 
pected, since the demand for these two 
light oils was bit off, and the supplies 
were better, prior the strike. 
According the American Iron and 
Steel Institute the scheduled operating 
rate for the industry was estimated 
14.8 percent theoretical capacity for the 
week ending July was equivalent 
307,000 tons ingots and steel for cast- 
ings, compared 277,000 tons (revised) 
the previous week, and 254,000 tons one 
month ago. 
The Institute added, that the estimated 
total loss production since the begin- 
ning the controversy late April, early 
May, and the start the strike June 
was 12,700,000 tons steel. The esti- 
mate was arrived assuming that out- 
put would about the same rate 
was before the strike.

These areas should ten twenty 
miles from prime targets like major mili- 
tary installations. 

They should sufficient distance 
from one another avoid clusters, creat- 
ing new targets. 

They should limited size 
avoid concentrations which would create 
new targets. 

The sites, desirably, should served 
more than one transportation facility 
insure continued production and dis- 
tribution. 

The sites, desirably, should 
power and other utility grids permit 
alternate sources.
